Medical Inspection of one ot the 
graded schools in October, 1919, 
showed that it had been thought ne- 
cessary to instruct in a special room 
sixteen pupils who had seemed to be 
unable to keep up with OuA rrespec- 
tive classes.

On reexamination of the pupils the 
next December (t9S0) it appeared that 
all ot the sixteen previously backward 
children had caught up with their 
proper grades and were keeping ap In 
them with thei rclassmates A year 
later, in December, 1921, some of theso 
Blrloen children were among the men- 
tal and phyaioal leaders la their 
Krodes.
